(NE HUNDRED YEARS having elapsod since the birth im Bttrick of 

James Hoos, the Ettrick Shepherd, a fitting opportunity is presented 
of producing a CenTENARY Edition of his Works—the best memorial that 
could be raised to the honour of this most attractive writer. His Works, as is 
well known, comprise Tales, in proso, illustrative of Border history, character, 
legends, and superstitions, written in a style peculiarly racy and attractive, which 
never fails to impress the imagination of the reader in the liveliest manner, 
and which obtained distinction for the Author even when the fame of Scott, the 
Wizard of the North, was at its height, Among them may be named those 
graphie productions: “The Brownie of Bodsbeck” and “The Shepherd's Calen- 
dar,” “The Bridal of Polmood” and “The Siege of Roxburgh.” They comprise 
likewise Poems of great imaginative power and descriptive beauty, of which the 
chief are the “Queen's Wake,” “The Pilgrims of the Sun," and “ Queen Hynde;” 
Ballads full of humour and touches of the tenderest pathos; and Songs, which, 
besides being universally popular when first made public, are still cherished as 
among the choicest productions of our native lyric Muse. The Poetical works 
include, besides, many shorter pieces of great interest, pathetic, descriptive, and 
humorous. 

‘The Writings of the Errrick Sixrnerp, as a whole, while fitted to gratify 
the taste of the learncd and accomplished, are especially suited to the reading 
of those who constitute what are called the masex His productions, whether 
grave or gay, in poetry or in proso, invariably strike that key-note to which the 
popular fecling most readily responds, And while all with him is simple genuine 
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nature, it ia nature clothed in her happiost sunshine: among’ his every-day char- 
actora, and ovents of common life, we discover a freshness and s beauty which 
we would not have detected but for his guidance and direction, And whiat shall 
wwe say of his supernatural world, into which he so often alluros us? In hia 
fairy-lands and their bright and beautiful echildren—in his dark regions of 
ghoots, wizards, and weird sisters—in hie dreams, and omens, and popular 
superstitions—he hag not only embodied our old national beliof, but invested 
it with new charms, and imparted double power to its wild attractiveness. 

Thia edition of Tux Errrick Sueruern's Works ie, in some respects, a 
reproduction, in a cheaper and more popular form, of the collection of his 
writings in poetry and prose, partly prepared by the Author himself, issued 
by the game publishers in eleven volumes, foolscap 8vo. A Sketch'of the 
Shepherd's Life has been supplied, in addition to the Autobiography, and a 
fresh arrangement has been made of the larger Poems, while the smallor have 
been classed into distinct and appropriate groups. Hogg's own contributions 
to the Forest Minsted, many of which were omitted in tho earlier edition of 
his works, are now included. To each of the larger Poems a brief critical, 
explanatory, or analytical notice has been prefixed. While these rearrange- 
mente and additions have bean made in the Poetical works, those in Prose 
have been carefully revised, but chiefly for the purposes of a slight occasional 
praning and verbal emendation, such as the Author, had he lived, would him- 
self most probably have made. 

In the work of revision, and in the preparation of the Memoir, tho editor 
enjoyed the advantage of the co-operation of the Author's widow, and the 
surviving members of his family, 

This Centenary edition of tha Prose and Poetical Works of the Ettrick 
Shepherd will be much more fally illustrated by Engravings than any previous 
edition. Tt will be elogantly printod in snper-royal 8vo, and completed in 90 
Parts at Ono Shilling each, or 15 Parts at Two Shillings each. The illustrations 
will include two Portraits of the Author, scenes associated with his writings, from 
drawings by D. 0. Hill, ms.a., and designs illustrative of his works by Keeley 
Halsewello, a.n.8.4., W, Small, and J. Lawson, carefully engraved on ateel, num- 
bering in all Forry-roor.
